Chicago,  April  8,  1901. 

Regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  to-day,  President  Hamill  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  occupying  the  chair.  Those  present  were  Doctors  Chichester, 
Robison  and  Nesmith;  Rev.  Mr.  McCaughan,  and  Messrs.  Hamill,  Hill,  Welling,. 
Hutchinson,  Blair,  Templeton,  Sprague,  Davis  and  Douglass. 

Dr.  Chichester  led  in  prayer. 

Mr.  L.  H.  Davis  presented  the  Hospital  with  a  quit-claim  deed  to  improved 
city  property  valued  at  $6,000. 

Mr.  Hill,  Treasurer,  read  the  Annual  Report,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Auditing  Committee. 

Dr.  Chichester  made  the  following  motion,  which  was  unanimously  adopted, 
viz.:  "  Resolved,  that  the  hearty  thanks  of  the  Society  be  extended  to  Mr.  Lewis 
H.  Davis  for  his  donation  to  the  Hospital :  improved  real  estate  valued  at  $6,000." 

Dr.  Nesmith  read  Report  of  the  Superintendent,  which  was  accepted.  Mr. 
Hamill,  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  read  the  Annual  Report. 

Motion  passed  that  the  reports  of  the  President,  Treasurer  and  Superintendent 
be  published  in  the  forthcoming  Annual  Report. 

President  appointed  Messrs.  Sprague,  Templeton  and  Blair  a  committee  to 
recommend  six  managers  to  serve  for  four  years.  The  following  named  gentle- 
men were  nominated  :  John  C.  Welling,  Edgar  A.  Hill,  Cyrus  H.  Adams,  Thomas 
Dent,  H.  M.  Sherwood  and  Frederick  T.  Haskell. 

On  motion  duly  recorded  the  Secretary  was  unanimously  instructed  to  cast 
the  ballot  of  the  meeting  for  the  gentlemen  nominated.  He  did  so,  and  they 
were  duly  declared  elected. 

Meeting  adjourned.

Chicago,  April  8,  1901. 
To  the  Members  of  the  Society  : 

In  the  spring  of  1899  the  health  of  our  Superintendent,  Dr.  Henry  B. 
Stehman,  became  seriously  impaired,  and  the  following  autumn  he  left  us  for  a 
much  needed  rest  in  the  milder  climate  of  California.  Acting  upon  the  advice  of 
his  physician,  he  decided  not  to  return  to  his  responsibilities  in  the  Hospital,  and 
his  resignation  was  sent  in  November,  1900,  and  accepted  with  deep  regret. 

For  fourteen  years  Dr.  Stehman  was  identified  with  the  Hospital  as  an  able 
superintendent,  a  skilled  physician,  and  a  warm  friend,  and  the  success  of  this 
institution  is,  in  a  great  measure,  due  to  his  intelligent  comprehension  of  its  increas- 
ing work  and  needs.  It  was  through  his  personal  efforts  that  various  sums  have 
come  into  the  treasury.  Entering  the  Hospital  in  1886  when  it  was  in  its  infancy,  he 
has  seen  it  grow  from  the  beginning  to  the  prominence  it  has  now  attained; 
though  his  connection  with  it  is  now  severed,  we  are  assured  of  his  hearty  interest 
in  its  present  prosperity  and  greater  future. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Dr.  Francis  M.  Nesmith, 
who  came  to  us  in  December,  1900,  from  the  Garfield  Memorial  Hospital  at 
Washington,  where  he  had  been  superintendent  for  four  years.  He  had  previously 
been  house  surgeon  in  several  New  York  hospitals:  the  "Cancer,"  the  "  Infants," 
the  "  Roosevelt ''  and  the  "  Brooklyn."  Dr.  Nesmith  brings  to  his  present  position  a 
thorough  business  as  well  as  medical  experience  that  will  prove  of  great  value  in 
every  department  of  his  work. 

Our  esteemed  President,  Dr.  Daniel  K.  Pearsons,  retired  December  17,  1900, 
from  the  presidency  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  owing  to  the  many  demands  made 
upon  his  time  and  strength  by  his  philanthropical  work.  One  of  the  Hospital's 
early  friends,  Dr.  Pearsons  gave  generously  in  money  and  encouragement  when 
both  necessities  came  slowly,  and  for  many  years  his  interest  in  the  Hospital  has 
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been  active  and  practical.  Engaged  now  in  administering  his  own  estate,  he  is 
placing  before  other  men  who  have  accumulated  fortunes  the  happy  example  of 
disposing  of  his  wealth  during  his  lifetime,  that  he  may  enjoy  seeing  the  benefits 
conferred. 

In  March,  1901,  was  handed  in  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Walter  Brown,  whose 
name  has  been  entered  in  the  house  pay-roll  for  about  fourteen  years  as  Clerk. 
His  work  has  been  efficiently  discharged  and  we  hope  his  new  field  will  offer 
fresh  opportunities  for  his  ability. 

We  wish  to  extend  special  thanks  to  the  Medical  Staff  for  their  professional 
services  and  personal  interest;  to  Miss  Riedle,  the  Matron,  for  the  wise  manage- 
ment that  has  materially  aided  the  Hospital;  to  the  Nurses  for  their  competent 
and  attentive  care;  and  to  the  employees  who,  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
large  or  small,  have  rendered  the  Hospital  excellent  service. 

The  Ladies'  Aid  Society,  under  the  presidency  of  Mrs.  Charles  D.  Hamill,  has 
given  faithful  and  earnest  support  on  which  the  Hospital  relies,  and  has  never 
been  more  appreciated  than  in  the  past  two  years. 

We  also  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  many  other  friends  of  the  Hospital 
who  have  remembered  it  during  the  past  year. 

An  announcement  was  made  at  our  last  annual  meeting  that  Mrs.  Cyrus  H. 
McCormick  had  offered  to  give  $40,000  towards  the  amount  needed  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  Maternity  Wing  (for  the  Hospital),  and  while  we  have  reason  to  believe 
this  good  gift  will  be  supplemented  by  another  contribution,  the  whole  amount 
needed  is  not  raised.  This  addition  is  so  necessary  that  a  persistent  appeal  must 
be  made  at  once  to  bring  the  contribution  up  to  the  desired  sum,  and  we  earnestly 
hope  individual  efforts  will  be  turned  in  all  directions  with  gratifying  results.

To  the  Board  of  Managers  : 

I  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  the  eighteenth  annual  report,  ending  March  31st. 
My  personal  supervision  of  the  work  of  the  institution  dates  from  December], 
1900,  at  which  time  I  succeeded  as  Superintendent  my  worthy  predecessor, 
Dr.  Henry  B.  Stehman. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Hospital  in  1883,  there  have  been  admitted  27,394 
cases:  3,463  were  admitted  last  year,  or  an  increase  of  120  new  cases.  Total 
days  of  treatment,  74,387— (-,  or  a  net  gain  of  292  days.  The  daily  average  of  free 
patients  was  60.31,  or  <2,020  days  of  free  treatment.  69  per  cent  were  free  and 
part  pay,  31  per  cent  only  paying  for  full  care.  The  highest  number  of  free 
patients  was  78;  the  lowest  number  40.  The  daily  average  of  all  patients  was 
202.83,  or  one  greater  than  last  year. 

During  the  year  the  addition  of  a  sterilizing  plant  has  been  instituted  for 
surgical  purposes,  so  that  all  dressings  and  the  water  used  in  such  cases  is 
absolutely  sterile,  and  all  of  the  water  first  cleansed  by  filtration.  Examining 
rooms  have  been  opened  on  the  first  and  third  floors,  facilitating  this  important 
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branch  of  the  work  very  materially.  An  additional  room  is  now  used  for  the 
Pathological  laboratory,  which  is  now  being  furnished  as  the  means  will  permit. 
In  the  original  building  new  bathtubs  have  been  placed  and  the  plumbing  put 
in  thorough  order,  together  with  additional  radiators  in  various  places.  The 
isolation  ward  is  now  complete  in  every  respect,  and  used  for  cases  which  may 
develop  in  the  Hospital.  New  metal  furniture  and  instruments  are  now  in  use  in 
the  operating  rooms.  Additional  fire  extinguishers,  electric  light  equipment 
throughout  the  Hospital,  safety  appliances  for  the  elevators,  and  the  actual  and 
necessary  repairs  to  the  buildings  have  been  made  from  time  to  time.  The 
grounds  are  now  lighted  by  two  arc  lights. 

Patients  and  friends  are  met  at  the  front  door  by  a  trained  nurse,  who  is 
constantly  in  attendance,  and  her  services  fill  a  much  needed  want  in  this 
direction. 

The  electrical  current  for  medical  purposes  is  now  taken  direct  from  the 
current  supplied  to  the  institution,  and  the  same  means  is  used  in  the  laboratory. 

Histories  of  cases  are  carefully  arranged  and  will  be  ultimately  bound  in 
book  form  for  the  ready  convenience  of  the  physicians. 

The  only  change  in  the  Attending  Staff  is  the  addition  of  Dr.  John  M.  Dodson, 
as  attending  physician  in  the  department  of  Diseases  of  Children. 

In  brief,  permit  me  to  mention  some  of  the  most  pressing  needs  for  the 
comfort  of  the  patients:  First  of  all,  the  Maternity  takes  precedence,  and  I  trust 
that  this  matter  may  soon  become  a  fact,  in  order  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to 
turn  any  one  away  from  our  doors.  On  account  of  the  congestion  at  various  times 
of  the  year  we  have  been  obliged  to  use  cots  in  many  of  the  wards. 

Recreation  grounds  are  very  much  needed  for  the  convalescent  patients,  and 
these  in  turn  could  easily  be  made  into  solariums  for  the  winter. 

An  iron  fence  on  the  Congress  street  side  of  the  building,  in  order  that  the 
grounds  may  be  beautified  by  the  addition  of  trees,  shrubs  and  flowers. 

Tiled  floors  in  the  laboratories  and  halls  would  lessen  very  much  the  present 
amount  of  labor  necessary  for  keeping  these  places  clean. 

Ward  dressing  carriages  for  those  too  ill  to  leave  their  beds. 

Photographic  apparatus  and  X-ray  screens  are  as  yet  not  a  part  of  the  X-ray 
laboratory. 

Chemical  appliances  should  be  added  very  soon  to  the  small  beginnings 
which  we  already  have  in  this  direction.  A  cremation  furnace  for  the  disposal  of 
garbage  and  refuse.  These  matters  I  mention  in  order  that  we  may  keep  abreast 
of  the  requirements  of  a  modern  hospital.  In  this  way  only,  can  we  hope  to  obtain 
the  highest  results,  and  I  therefore  feel  that  we  much  need  these  various  additions. 
By  consulting  the  various  tables  you  will  see  how  the  work  is  steadily  increasing 
in  every  department,  and  that  the  results  have  been  most  satisfactory. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  every  one  connected  with  the 
institution  for  their  personal  interest  in  its  welfare.

The  Library  Committee  would  report  that  during  the  past  fiscal  year  ten  meet- 
ings have  been  held.  The  book-cases  on  five  floors  of  the  main  building  and  those 
in  the  Maternity,  Lung,  and  Convalescent  houses  have  been  kept  in  running 
order.  Incident  to  this,  seven  hundred  and  sixteen  books  have  been  covered,, 
one  hundred  and  one  books  have  been  received,  besides  paper  novels,  children's 
books,  magazines,  papers  and  calendars,  also  Chambers'  Encyclopedia  and  New 
American  Encyclopedia  ;  $15.00  has  been  donated  for  new  books,  with  which 
fifteen  books  have  been  purchased.

The  Committee  would  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  those  who  by  their 
gifts  or  interest  have  been  helpful  in  this  way  of  ministering  to  those  who  are  sick.

On  these  occasions  frequent  use  has  been  made  of  the 
scriptures,  short  bible  readings  being  given  in  some  of  the  wards  and  private 
rooms,  verses  quoted  on  printed  slips  containing  pertinent  passages  occasionally 
used.  These  readings  have  been  often  followed  by  prayer,  and  conversation  con- 
cerning the  things  pertaining  to  eternal  life  encouraged.  Many  grateful  acknowl- 
edgments of  help  received  through  these  ministrations  have  heen  reported,  as 
well  as  frequent  expressions  of  appreciation  of  the  hospital  and  its  beneficent 
work. 

Mrs.  Woollacott,  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  reports  an  average  of  two  visits 
each  month  for  the  past  ten  months.  Her  work  has  been  general  throughout  the 
house,  and  hospital  life  has  certainly  been  brightened  by  her  cheery  presence.
